Raising prize- winning sheep 
comes naturally to 17-year-old 
Jessica Bookwalter. She has been 
helping with the family flock on its 
Baa Hay Acres farm in Antioch her 
entire life. 

"This is what our family does," 
Bookwalter said. "My dad has had 
sheep ever since he was born, and so 
have I. My grandpa was in sheep for 
a lot of years." 

Jessica took a total of 15 blue rib- 
bons and one grand champion at 
the Lake County Fair with her pure- 
bred Hampshires. Eleven of the 
blues and the grand champion were 
in the 4-H division and die remain- 
ing four blue ribbons were in the 
junior division of the open competi- 
tion. 

"We're lucky because we're a 
smaller farm," Jessica said. "Some of 
the breeders become like pets and 
get names in addition to tags, 



because we know they arc going to 
be with us for a while." 

A favorite "pet" of Jessica's is Mr. 
Frodo, a yearling ram. She said at 
birth they figure out the lambs' gen- 
ders and decide which ones arc 
going to stay and which ones are 
destined to be market lambs. 

"The key to raising winners is 
good care," Jessica said. "We only 
feed really good quality hay and 
corn, and we work with them every 
day. We have to make sure diey get 
exercise and, generally, just spend a 
lot of time with them." 

Jessica said her family would 
shear the animals themselves if time 
permits, but more often hire some- 
one to handle that task. 

For the future, Jessica said she 
hopes to add some Hobbit friends 
for Mr. Frodo. 

"It's pretty common to have one 
or two lambs, and rare to have three 
or four (from a single sheep)," she 
said. "Next spring, 1 hope we have 
four Iambs to be Hobbits for Frodo." 
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thought the equipment should last 
at least 15 years with good preven- 
tative maintenance, maybe less if 
the district opens up the use of the 
equipment to the public.

"It's programma- 
ble, and we will have 10 palm pilots 
that can create different programs 
for rehab, or for those who are just 
starting out with a fitness program 
and others for those who arc 
advanced." 

Carla Thompson, who will be 
running the fitness program at 
LCHS, worked with Rummel on the 
research and selection all of the 
equipment. 

Rummel said the benefit of the 
combined system Is that it will 
improve both cardiovascular fit- 
ness and "functional strength." She 
said the "free motion" strength 
training equipment works on the 
core muscle groups in addition to 
- selects Isolated muscles. 

"This is great way to work the 
entire body," she said. "Whether 
you're building for sports or for 
shoveling snow, you're never using 
just one isolated muscle; they work 
together." 

Rummel said she's pleased the 
board approved the purchase of 
the equipment. 

"I'm very excited," she said. 
"We will be able use this equip- 
ment in conjunction with sports. 
The faculty will have access to it. 
It's quite an asset all the way 
around."

The rest of Lake County better look out. 
Not usually known as a hotbed for soft- 
ball, Antioch has made an effort to change 
that in recent years, and if the performance of 
a certain youth team is any indication, the 
community could dominate the area in years 
to come. 

it all started two years ago when a group of 
9-year-old girls finished second in the 9-10 
district tournament as a 9-ycar-old team. 

The first-place team in the district was the 
10-year-old team from Antioch.

One year later, in 2003, Antioch captured 
its second straight Utile League State Title.

The first state championship team has 
decided to move away from Little League and 
play ASA or "travel" softball. 

The second team, however, has a different 
goal in mind. That goal is the Little League 
World Scries in Portland, Ore. 

Every year the winner of the 12-year-old 
age division from the state of Illinois advances 
to a regional tournament in Juplin, Mo. The 
winners of the regional tournaments advance 
to Portland for the Little League World Scries. 
This season as 11-year-olds, this group of 
girls won their second straight state title and 
the third straight title for Antioch Softball. 

"It was a total team effort," Coach Kurt 
Duehr said. "We were a spectacular defensive 
team and our pitching was deeper. Last year 
we depended on one or two amis. And our 
hitting has improved significantly up and 
down the lineup. Each girl could hit and get on 
base." 

If they can three-peat in 2005 they will be 
headed to Joplin, Mo. for a regional match up 
and a chance to play in the Little League 
World Scries which is televised on ESPN. 

"Our girls need to work harder than ever 
to correct some weaknesses because the 12- 
year-old division is by far the most competi- 
tive age division in all of Little League 
Softball," Duehr said. 

The team's road to the tide was a long, but 
successful one. The games included an 11-2 
win over Norridgc in which Hannah 
Vandevoordc threw a no-hitter. Antioch then 
pounded Norridge 20-11 with Vandevoordc,

Legislators argue 

for mercury 

reductions

• The tall smokestacks of the 
Midwest Generation power plant, 
juxtaposed with a giant Inflatable 
fish, lent an appropriate back- 
ground to a scries of presentations 
made in Waukegan July 28, as legis- 
lators and environmental-Issue 
advocates argued for statewide stan- 
dards restricting mercury pollution 
in Illinois. 

Looming in the eastern horizon, 
the coal-burning power plant served 
as a target for several speakers at the 
event, held at Bowen Park and pro- 
moted by the Illinois Public Interest 
Research Group. Waukegan Mayor 
Richard Hyde, State Representative 
Kathleen A. Ryg (D-Vernon Hills) 
and other public officials called 
upon Governor Rod Blagojevich to 
require such power plants, which 
emit 6,000 pounds of mercury in 
Illinois each year, to cut their levels 
of emitted mercury by 90 percent 
over the next five years. 

Mercury from coal-burning ' 
plants settles in lakes and streams 
and accumulates in fish tissue, 
hence the large aquatic prop that 
rested to the left of the speakers' 
podium. The state has issued warn- 
ings for women who may have chil- 
dren to limit fish consumption from 
Lake Michigan and every body of 
water diroughout the state, Illinois 
PIRG Education Fund environmen- 
tal attorney Rebecca Stanficld said. 

Stanfield claimed that people 
who cat fish from those waters put 
themselves at risk for neurological 
damage. 

"Mercury exposure can cause 
severe health problems, including 
learning disabilities, loss of vision, 
loss of motor skills and develop- 
mental retardation," Stanfield said. 
"These are not risks we can afford to 
take with our children's health." 

"It's so insidious. And people 
don't know about it," said State Rep. 
Karen May {D-Highland Park). 
"You're talking about an insidious 
bio-accumulative neurotoxin that 
can destroy the brains of young chil- 
dren. 

"If' this doesn't make people's 
blood boil, I don't know what will." 

• The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency will present 
national standards for mercury 
reduction this coming spring, said 
Doug McFarlan, vice president of 
public affairs for Midwest 
Generation. He said that Midwest 
Generation supports die creation of 
mercury standards for its power 
plants, and that the company has 
worked with die U.S. Department of 
Energy to test various mctiiods of 
pollution reduction, including sor- 
bent injections diat would absorb 
mercury during the combustion 
process. 

He said diat setting state stan- 
dards for Illinois povyer plants that 
differ from those utilized in other 
states would be superfluous, and 
possibly harmful to the public. 

"If states have a patchwork of 
standards, then you'll have compa- 
nies in some parts of the county that 
are required to make different 
investments than in other parts of 
the country," McFarlan said. "When 
that happens, you can have a situa- 
tion where jobs are at risk.

Frequent flyers and curious spectators 
alike will converge on the Waukegan Regional 
Airport on Saturday, Aug. 7 for the airport's 
Aviation Open House. The event will feature 
civilian planes, homebuilt aircraft and live 
music, as well as the combat planes that 
helped protect America's freedom during the 
last several decades. 

Open house attendees will have the 
opportunity to see fighter and bomber planes 
from numerous eras of combat, take rides in 
civilian aircraft and watch as aircraft perform 
"fly-bys" and acrobatics programs. Admission 
and parking are free. 

Event organizers expect more than 10,000 
visitors to attend the 3rd annual event, said 
airport manager Jim Stanczak. 

"It's a community event and a great fami- 
ly event," Stanczak said. "You can bring out 
the kids and teach them a little bit about avia- 
tion." 

nvent "air boss" Jeff Clark said this year's 
show would eclipse last year's event, which 
was hindered by problems witli various air- 
craft, i 

"We've got a lot more arrcraft and much 
more diverse aircraft to show die folks on the 
ground and in the air," he said. "There's a bet- 
ter, more interesting static display and better 
performers and planes." 

Some of the U.S. military's top aircraft will 
be present, including the Ii-17 Air Force 
bomber that flew in Europe during World War 
II, and the famed "Billy Mitchell bomber," the 
Air Force's li-25 "Barbie HI." 

North American T-20 Trojans, the prima- 
ry trainers for U.S. pilots at the dawn of the jet 
age, will be utilized for a group formation 



flight. And modern aviation will be represent- 
ed by the T-2 Buckeye, a current Navy trainer . 
and one of only two privately held models in 
the world. 

The combat aircraft remains a popular 
draw for the public, Stanczak said. "People arc 
very interested in seeing these airplanes. LSsi^ 
year we had a Black Hawk, and you wouldnV 
believe the attraction it drew." 

Events begin in dramatic fashion at 10 
a.m., when a color guard presentation and 
parachutists team-jump kick off the day's fes- 
tivities. All aircraft involved in the show, such 
as die Waco biplane, will be open for viewing, 
as will model airplanes and even homebuilt 
aircraft. 

Children ages G-16 may take free "young 
eagles" rides in civilian aircraft, and for $25 
visitors can fly as passengers in a four-scat 
helicopter. Visitors may also participate in a 
Waukegan Fire Department-sponsored fire 
simulation, which will teach participants what 
to do when inside a burning building. 

Aerial performances will take place 
between 2 and 4 p.m., as L-39 Albatross jet 
trainers, gliders and the ultra-fast Buckeye 
take flight. The Coast Guard will perform a 
search and rescue demonstration utilizing a 
high-performance turbine helicopter. 

An exciting addition to this year's aerial 
show will be the "wing-walker" event, in 
which a willing daredevil stands on the wing 
of a biplane and attempts to maintain balance 
as the vehicle flies. 

Entertainment will continue throughout 
the afternoon and evening. The Brass 
Ambassadors, a Navy Band whose members 
are on active duty, will perform from 10 a.m.

A bat found last week in a Waukegan 
backyard tested. positive for rabies. The first 
rabies-infected bat was found in Ubcrtyville 
in early July. Since 2001, eight bats in the 
county have testes positive for rabies. They 
arc the only animal in the past five years to 
test positive, said Lake County Health depart- 
ment spokeswoman Leslie Piotrowski. 

Normally reluctant of human contact, a 
rabid bat act strange, Piotrowski said. Odd 
behavior can include flaying in the daytime, a 
rarity for a nocturnal animal, crawling on the 
ground, or entering a home. -The odd behavior 
can lead to human encounters. 

During encounters the Health 
Department is asking residents to avoid con- 
tact. If a bat is found it should be left alone, 
and proper authorities should be contacted, 
Piotrowski said. 

Bats can give rabies to humans. The most 
common transfer of the disease is through a 
bite. But is die salvia of a bat comes in contact 
wiUi an open wound, eyes or mouth, a human 
can also get rabies, Piotrowski said. 

Pets can also become victim to a bat bite, 
and in turn bite a human, Piotrowski said.

The reason bats are more common carri- 
ers of rabies, is because they live in large 
colonies, and are constandy coming in con- 
tact with other bats.

Crane meshes 
with voters in 8th 

Paraphrasing the Great Communicator. "There they go 
again." President Reagan offered that light-hearted aside as 
a gentle, soft-spoken means of disarming critics finding fault 
with his conservative philosophy and old-fashion set of 
American values. The line always drew laughs and drove home a 
point withlazer-liko precision. 

"There they go again" also applies to the naysayers and oppo- 
nents of U.S. Rep. Phil Crane (R-Oth), the long time representative in 
Congress of the voters in central and west liikc County, and parts of 
northwest CookGounty and McHcnry County. Crane, 73, has been 
in Congress more than 30 years and today stands as the longest serv- 
ing Washington lawmaker in both houses. 

With approximately three months to go to the fall election, 
Democratic opponents, pundits in the media and even some detrac- 
tors in his own party, are trotting out a familiar refrain. "Crane is out 
of touch." "Crane is too old." "Crane doesn't represent a rapidly 
changing district." "Crane hasn't sponsored any important legisla- 
tion." "Phil has lost his intensity." 

Sunday newspaper feature writers have been updating shop- 
worn stories predicting the demise of Crane, who first was elected to 
Congress in 1969. They describe Republican leaders as being "anx- 
ious" and "nervous" about the Wauconda resident's chances in 2004. 
A second and in some cases third generation of liberal media pundits 
and mushy moderates is conducting the bi-annual ritual of writing 
off the redoubtable COP warrior long before polling day. Crane's 
conservatism and smaller government policies never have sat well 
with left-leaning Chicago and suburban editorialists. They writc- 
him out or the race and then backwater after the votes are counted. 
Oh, the games that are played. 

Gary Skoien, Cook County Republican Party chairman and a 
two-time challenger of Crane in the primary, explained Phil's hold on 
the 0th District electorate. Skoien said Crane's anti tax, free-trade 
philosophy and his stand on cultural issues mesh well with voters in 
the 8th district portion of Lake County that includes Zion, Gumec, 
Antioch, Fox Lake, the Round Lake area, Grayslake, Wauconda, 
Hawthorn Woods, Barrington, Deer Park and Kildeer. The fact is 
that Congressman Crane fits the mood of the Oth like a glove. 

. Voters in the 8th sec Phil Crane as a vigorous, committed, knowl- 
edsgeable "keeper of the flame" of conservatism. They admire his 
unwavering stance in support of free market principals, promotion 
of individualism and advocacy of lifting the tax burden on 
Americans.

Even as conditions worsen on Lake County highways, political 
leaders with their hands on the purse strings and road builders In 
Illinois ready to build— anything— don't let the "outer-belt" project 
get too far off the radar scene while professing that funding isn't

remember them all? 

None of tiiis information puts Rte. 53 in a better light. 
Realistically, quite the contrary. Simply put, Prairie Parkway has 
friends in high places.

Party faiUifui at the 
Democratic national con- 
vention in Boston howled 
with approval over the 
words of Sen. John Kerry as he 
accepted the nomination for 
President.

Something unhealthy 
State's hospital planning 



There is something very 
"unhealthy" going on at 
the Illinois Health 
Facilities Planning Board. 
That's the state agency with die 
responsibility to review and deter- 
mine whether construction of 
major projects by hospitals are 
needed or not. 

For too long, it has been said 
diat the "certificate of need 
• process" is more a matter of who 
has die political clout to gain 
approval of hew or expansion pro- 
jects than whether.applications 
meet proper standards for 
approval. It's die old broken record 
of "show me die money" that is 
apparently raising its ugly head in 
this latest expose of how hospitals 
get die "green light." 

I have always had a gut feeling 
that the whole hospital approval 
process was a scandal waiting to 
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happen. It now appears tiiat it may 
have been "an on-going scandal." 

This ugly mess may finally see 
die light of day as a whisticblower 
lawsuit alleges that kickbacks and 
shakedowns are die way of doing 
business to get approval of hospital 
projects in Illinois. The alleged 
wrongdoers are probably more 
nervous that die feds are investi- 
gating the board. . 

The civil lawsuit alleges that the 
planning board approved plans for 
a hospital because It would be con- 
structed by a politically connected 



Decrfield contractor. Also, there 
was pressure that the financing 
would be done by a bonding house 
with a lobbyist who had question- 
able political connections in the 
process. 

The whole procedure had such 
a stench to it that the legislature 
didn't wait for any conclusions 
drawn from either the lawsuit or 
the federal investigation. It directed 
tiiat the governor appoint a new 
nine-member board. 

There are some newspapers 
editorializing that the whole proce- 
dure of regulating hospital expan- 
sion should tie abandoned, and it 
should all be open to competition. 
My position is different. I believe 
that when you leave healthcare 
totally up to free enterprise, the 
providers of it will be more con- 
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Lake County Democrats eagerly are 
looking forward to a campaign visit 
from U.S. Senate nominee Barak 
Obama, who may be entitled to 
catch his breath after completing a 30-coun- 
ty, 39-city "fire engine" downstate trek fol- 
lowing his triumph at the national conven- 
tion in Boston. 

Demo leaders are satisifed that Obama 
"paid sufficient" attention to Lake County, 
but they point out attendance at his gather- 
ings sometimes was on the sparce side due 
to the wide-open field in the Democratic pri- 
mary. Obama didn't lock up early commit- 
ments in Lake County.

Moore predicted that Obama's visits to 
Lake County between now and November 
voting day will be "well attended and enthu- 
siastic."

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be official without former Lake County 
Sheriff Clint Grlnnell in attendance. 
Batding ill health in recent years, the long- 
time lawman pronounced himself "feeling 
good" from a comfortable scat in die hog 
barn. Grinnell served as a fair department 
head for many years, often including his 
prized Belgian matched hitch for appear- 
ances in the fair program. Grinnell and his 
wife, Marian, continue to make their home . 
on a farm in Fremont Township. Grinnell 
was chief of police of Libertyville before 
being elected sheriff. 

Supports gays 

Lee Goodman, Democratic candidate 
for Congress in the 10th District, is taking 
incumbent Mark Kirk to task for passing his 
vote on a proposal that would strip the feder- 



al courts of jurisdiction over gay marriages. 
In saying that he would have voted against 
the bill, Goodman deplored Republican 
efforts to stigmatize gays and turn them into 
second-class citizens. 

Quick response 

State Sen. Pamela AlthofJ (It-Crystal 
Lake) had a quick answer for Patrick 
Oulmet, a civil rights attorney who says new 
leadership is needed in the 32nd District to 
builrfsorciy needed roads. Aldioff 
announced $5,344,000 worth of highway 
improvements for the district, based of $200 
million freed up after Republicans demanded 
major forms in the way transportation dollars 
are allocated. GOP lawmakers stood firm on 
ending the Governor's ability to raid the Road 
Fund for day-to-day operations. Besides 
seeking road improvements, Ouimet aims to 
make health care coverage affordable and get 
more education dollars from Springfield for 
the district.

Shields Township residents approve of 
funding for local social causes, but aren't 
enthralled with increasing pay of their elect- 
ed township representatives. The townhsip 
doled out $5,000 each to the Mother Trust 
Foundation and the Career Resource Center. 
Supervisor Charles Fitzgerald, who took 
passage of a non-binding referenda on cut- 
ting back township pay, said the two grants 
represented "targeted" help with the greatest 



return for the outlay. The township includes 
North Chicago, Like Bluff and Lake Forest.

Lindcnhurst Mayor Jim Bctustak won't 
be pinned down with reelection matters next 
year as he leads the way for the village's 50th 
anniversary in 2000. lindcnhurst is one of a 
handful of Like County municipalities that 
conducts mayoral elections on "off" years so 
Bctustak has a way to go. Besides, he's got 
the team of Richard Frank and Anna Klebba 
to handle golden anniversary arrangements. 

Happy birthday 

Congressman Phil Crane (R-1L) was 
among dignitaries attending a U.S. Coast 
Guard 214th birthday observance last Sunday 
at Waukegan Regional Airport. Crane is 
stepping up personal appearances as the 
countdown nears for the November election. 
The Coast Guard maintains a helicopter res- 
cue team at Waukegan to serve boaters on 
Lake Michigan from Manitowoc to Calumet 
and the Chain O' Lakes.

effect the cost and supply of electricity." 

Several speakers argued that state stan- 
dards must be stricter than the proposed 
national regulations, as Illinois plants emit 
more mercury than those in all but four other 
states. Ryg said that public health concerns 
mandate the implementation of such 
statewide regulations. 

Mercury Intake may cause asthma in 
some cases, Ryg stated. "We're here to try to 
ask the governor to prevent this unnecessary 
pollution that causes these unnecessary dis- 
eases," she said. 

Peggi Braden, a certified school nurse for 
the Waukegan School District, claimed to 
have witnessed a yearly increase in the nunf- 
ber of children she treats who have asthma. 
She said she also believed that local mercury 
emissions contributed to the rising number of 
asthmatic episodes. 



"There's no decision to be made, if it can 
be done it should be done," Braden said of the 
argument for mercury reduction. 

There is a public and personal stake in the 
matter for Hyde, who estimated that he lias 
eaten fish out of Lake Michigan at least once a 
week for the past 50 years. The mayor said he 
has received complaints from local motorists, 
boaters and' fishermen about the soot pro- 
duced by the power plants. 

"Any time you put a pollutant in the air, 
it's going to hinder someone or something," 
he said. 

Hyde said that the costs associated with 
instituting mercury controls may prohibit 
immediate restrictions on coal-burning 
plants, and diat the state government's finan- 
cial concerns currently override the possible 
threat to public health. 

"It's on the backburner because they 
don't see any immediate danger right now," 
he said. 

The governor's administration is required 
to issue a report on the need for new stan- 
dards limiting pollution from the state's 23 
coal-burning power plants by Sept. 30. The 
administration then has 90 days to propose 



regulations to the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board that can set mandatory restrictions on 
power plant pollution. 

May professed hope that Blagojcvich 
would propose statewide mercury regula- 
tions, and estimated that the chances of get- 
ting acceptable measures through the state 



General Assembly in the next two years arc 
about 50 percent. She acknowledged, howev- 
er, that the issue threatens to divide the state 
along regional lines. 

"It will be a major battle in Springfield 
because mining and using coal bring jobs to 
southern Illinois," she said.

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Signs of anxiety 
and depression 




Be aware and catch it early 



Discussing your psychological con- 
cerns with family and friends is 
not a common occurrence at the 
dinner table or at social gather- 
ings, for fear of embarrassment or discom- 
fort. After all, sometimes the warning signs of 
these disorders can be difficult to recognize, 
and you don't want to feel foolish about voic- 
ing your worries if you are not officially diag- 
nosed with a problem. " 

One in 10 people experience symptoms 
of depression, and anxiety is nearly just as 
common. Therefore, you arc not alone in 
your concerns. If you haven't been feeling 
quite like yourself lately, review the symp- 
toms of these conditions and discuss any you 
may suffer from with your doctor. That way, 
you can feel better faster. 

Depression 

Everyone has the blues at one time or 
another, but if symptoms intensify or persist 
for more than two weeks, medical interven- 
tion may be necessary. Depression can have 
very real physical and emotional symptoms, 
including: 

• Persistent sadness or unhappiness 

• Frequent crying 

• Sleeping difficulty 

• Decreased energy and/or motivation 

• Appetite changes 

• Difficulty concentrating 

• Hopelessness 

• Morbid or suicidal thoughts 

You may not experience all symptoms; 
however, if you suspect that you are suffering 
from depression, seek the assistance of your 
health-care provider. He or she may pre- 



scribe medication or behavioral treaunent. 
Or you may be referred to a psychologist or 
psychiatrist for a more in-depth evaluation. 
Most episodes of depression are successfully 
treated within three months to two years with 
a combination of medication and therapy 
being more effective man either one alone, 
according to some studies. Failure to treat 
depression can lead to missed days of work, 
marital problems, impaired work ability and 
serious problems that could require acute 
treatment. 

Anxiety 

Another common mental-health disorder 
is anxiety. Like depression, many people have 
experienced brief or situational anxiety. 
Persistent feelings should be analyzed by a 
medical professional. 

Anxiety may range from small phobias to 
an inability to deal with crowded areas. Here 
are some of its most common symptoms: 

• Endless checking or rechecking actions 

• A constant and unrealistic worry about 
everyday occurrences and activities 

• Fear and anxiety that appear for no 
apparent reason 

According to Dorothy Cantor, Ph.D., for- 
mer president of the American Psychological 
Association, "People need to talk about 
what's bothering them. Anxiety often comes 
about when people hold in their fears until 
they begin to feel anxiety. People shouldn't 
wait until they're paralyzed with anxiety 
before they seek some kind of consultation." 
Apart from anti-anxiety medication, sufferers 
are often encouraged to try behavioral treat- 
ments and relaxation therapies.

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International riding competition returns to Tempel Farms

Future Olympic contenders will flock to 
Tempel Fanns in Old Mill Creek to ride in the 
premiere equestrian competition in North 
America. 

The internationally recognized, 2004 
Maui Jim North American Young Riders' 
Championship, Aug. 13-15, will attract riders 
ages 16 to 21 from the United States, Canada, 
Mexico, Puerto Rico and the Caribhean 
Islands/said Marty Bauman, one of the event 
organizers. 

The competition, which began in the 80s, 
moves to a different location every year, but 
frequently returns to Tempel Farms, Bauman 

said. 

He said the commitment of the farm's 
owners and their belief in what the program 
docs for teen riders, heavily contributes to the 



frequent return to the farm. 

Around 200 horses are expected at this 
year's competition, Bauman said. Riders have 
been qualifying for this championship over 
the first half of the calendar year, he added. 

"We find for virtually all of the riders this is 
their first experience competing internation- 
ally," Bauman said. "For some riders this 
competition is a stepping stone (for the 
Olympics) , but for others this will be their pin- 
nacle." 

Riders will compete in dressage, jumping 
and eventing, Bauman said. 

Dressage is an event which is similar to 
"ballet on horseback" with specified move- 
ments, Bauman said. Jumping requires riders ■ 
to maneuver their horse over different fences 
and obstacles and eventing is a three-day 
competition which combines the two previ- 
ous events and a challenging cross-country 
course, he said. 



This year will mark the fifth Mills Team 
Challenge for riders with physical disabilities 
to compete at serious levels, Bauman said. 

The official USA Junior Olympic 
Equestrian event will be run with a close 
resemblance to the official Olympics. 
International Olympic judges who will score 
riders the same as the official Olympics will do 
judging for the three events, Bauman said. 
Opening, closing and medal ceremonies will 
also take place, he said. 

Competitors will be split into teams with 
coaches. The United States and Canada will 
have several teams split by region, because of 
the number of riders they send, Bauman said. 

"There is added pressure and responsibil- 
ity of having teammates and coaches," he 
said. 

Preliminary events for the competition 
will be held Tuesday, Aug. 10 through 
Thursday, Aug. 12 at Tempel Fanns and are 



open to the public free of charge. Tickets for 
competition dales are $7 for one-day passes 
or $10 for a three-day pass. Children under 
the age of eight and senior citizens are half 
price and all tickets can be purchased at the 
event.

Zach Braff (of the TV scries 
"Scrubs") wrote, directed and 
starred in this riclily textured film 
that depicts a young man, out of 
touch with reality, coming to know 
who he really is. It was a hit at the 
Sundance Film Festival early this 
year and it's easy to see why 
because it goes against the grain of 
Hollywood's typical unrealistic way 
of depicting real life situations. 
Usually, on-screen real life is juiced 
up to give a film dramatic impact yet 
the outcome often lacks the pulp*, 
which gives life its flavor. Normally, 
the story has three parts: a set up 
that shows how a situation has ■ 
developed; progress toward resolu- 
tion of the problem, which soon 
runs into stumbling blocks; and a 
climax that resolves the problem 
and ties everything together. If you 
know someone with a life like that, 
please let us know so wetalk with 
him or her to find out how we 
should run our lives. 

Andrew Largeman (Braff) 
comes home to New Jersey from his 
job (usually as a waiter) in 
Hollywood to honor his mother at 
her funeral. He's a struggling actor, 
estranged from his father (Ian 
Holm) because of an accident years 
earlier that resulted in his mother 
being disabled. Andrew has been in 
a haze for as long as he can remem- 
ber because of anti depressant 
drugs prescribed by his psychiatrist ' 
father. When Andrew takes a holi- 
day from his dally pill popping rou- 
tine, a new world opens to him. 

At the cemetery, Andrew is 
reunited with his best buddy from 



high school, Mark (Peter 
Sarsgaard), who happens to be fair- 
ly content with his dead end job of 
digging graves, and still living at 
home wiUi his over-the-top, free 
spirited mother (Jean Smart). 
Another old friend is an odd duck 
who has become wealthy because 
he invented a Velcro that makes no 
noise. He lives in an unfurnished 
mansion and gives great, wild par- 
ties. In spite of having die financial 
means to leave town for life in the 
big city, this millionaire has decided 
that running in place gets him 
where he's interested in going. 

Just about the time you are 
wondering where this quirky, ho 
hum movie is going, and you are 
asking if Natalie Portman (who gave 
a wonderful and too brief perfor- 
mance in "Cold Mountain") is real- 
ly in the film, she makes her appear- 
ance a; with the Impact of two hot 
wires that are connected and turn 
on the lights. The film brightens 
and so does Andrew's outlook. The 
romance that develops between 
them is absent of false drama and 
it's not idealistic love at first sight. 
Their relationship evolves just like 
in real life. She has her own issues 
but is a few steps ahead of Andrew 
in knowing where she is, where she 
wants to go and how to get there. 

Zach Braff, best known as the 
lead on the NBC comedy series, 
"Scrubs," makes an impressive 
writer-dircctor-star debut. Natalie 
Portman delivers her best perfor- 
mance yet.

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Don't lose possessions 
to repossession action 




o you know what could happen 
if you buy a car or a boat or 
other large item and miss even 
a single payment? You may 
wake up one morning and find 
your property is no longer in your driveway. 
Hint's right. It has been repossessed by die 
seller. 

If a buyer fails to make timely payments 
on an installment agreement, the creditor has 
the right to take possession of the property. 
However, in so doing, the creditor cannot 
cause a breach of the peace by a physical 
confrontation widi the buyer or cause prop- 
erty damage. Additionally, a creditor cannot 
keep personal Items found inside your boat 
or car. Personal property docs not include 
improvements, such s a CD player or a lug- 
gage rack. 

If your property is reposed, you can 
reclaim it by paying the entire balance due, 
plus repossession charges, plus attorney and 
court fees. In the meantime, the creditor has 
the right to resell the property and if he 
receives less than the original value of the 
property, you can be held liable for the differ- 
ence in the original price and the selling 
price. 

I : or example, let's say one stills owes 
$3000 on a car. Tlie creditor repossesses your 
vehicle and sells it for $1500. You are still 
responsible for the remaining $1500 and any 
charges related, to repossession. Hi is is called 
a deficiency; an amount still owned by the 



debtor after the creditor sells the property 
and applies that amount to your unpaid bal- 
ance. In the end, you could lose not only the 
vehicle, but all of die payments you made on 
the vehicle. 

Before reselling your property, the credi- 
tor must first take reasonable steps to notify 
you, the debtor, of the sale and make sure Ute 
sale is conducted In a reasonable manner to 
obtain a reasonable price for the item. If the 
creditor does not take these steps, then the 
debtor Is not liable for the deficiency between 
the original price and the resale price. Tlie 
debtor can also participate in the bidding 
process and possibly reclaim the property. 

If you're unable to make a payment or a 
special circumstance forces you to make a 
late payment, talk to your creditor to explain 
the situation. Creditors don't want die prop- 
erty back and many times arc willing to work 
widi you and revise your payment schedule. 
If you negotiate a payment schedule, be sure 
to get the terms in writing because oral agree- 
ments are hard to prove In court. Until you 
make that last payment, the property actually 
"belongs" to the creditor and can be repos- 
sessed any time you default in your pay- 
ments. 

Take care you don't over-extend yourself, 
make timely payments, and.you'll have one 
less worry when you wake up In the morning.

urn on the television these days and you'll undoubtedly find a home- improvement 
show, From cable channels to broadcast networks, fixing up the home and having fun 
in the process arc the stations main lineup of programming. 

M Perhaps we had an inkling of what was to come when PBS's "This Old House" 

became a mainstay for do-it-yourselfers back in 1979. Viewers were guided through a 
wcek-by-weck transformation of homes with narration by Bob Vila and carpentry expertise by 
Norm Abrams. However, with the launch of shows like live Learning Channel's "Trading 
Spaces" and Discovery's "Surprise By Design," reality home-improvement television has cata- 
pulted into a new orbit — and a very popular one at that. So popular that the stars of these 
shows, like Vern Yip and Carter Oosterhousc, are almost as recognizable as Hollywood stars, 
garnering Web sites and groupies. 

'Hie appeal of the shows is obvious — regular folks are often knee-deep in the work, allow- 
ing viewers the ability to relate to the show. Some want to surprise loved ones with home 
improvements, as with "Surprise By Design" and "While You Were Out," or experience the ele- 
ment of surprise themselves by offering the keys to their homes to neighbors and friends for a # 
room makeover, as with "Trading Spaces." Home and Garden Television (HGTV) boasts "Curb 
Appeal" and "Design on a Dime," which bring in designers and architects to transform home

It's education nestled in an entertaining 
package. r " 

"The whole home-improvement genre has evolved into a kind of a combination between 
shows that arc looking for laughs — and they are very successful — and reality TV," says Bob 
Vila. "I don't think they should be considered how-to programming," says Vila, "I think they 
have more to do with inspirational programming, but from what I can tell, it's mostly entertain- 
ment." 

These entertaining programs are also filling the spaces on network channels. Ty 
Pennington of "Trading Spaces" fame is receiving equal success with his inspirational "Extreme 
Home Makeover" on WABC. The show demolishes the home of a lucky viewer and transforms it 
into a stunning centerpiece — in one week. But will lite ratings continue to soar? 
Some argue Uiat die home-improvement boom may be related to the low interest rates the 
country has seen over the past few years. Refinancing has freed up extra dollars for homeown- 
ers to use for cosmedc changes and home repairs. And those who've just purchased a new

Moving day\ 



f people spend months looking for a 
new homo and weeks packing, why do 
people spend so little time finding a 
mover? Choosing a mover is not some- 
thing to be taken lightly. If you do it properly, 
you'll avoid hassles and additional expenses 
on moving day. 

The first thing you need to do is pick a time 
frame for your move. (The American Moving 
and Storage Association recommends that you 
begin making all your moving arrangements 
four to six weeks before the moving date.) 
Remember, most people want to move during 
the months of May to September, when the 
kids arc out of school and business tends to be 
slower. So, if you want to move during that 
time of year, be sure to book in advance. If pos- 
sible, move at another time of the year — you 
may even be able to snag a lower rate for mov- 
ing off-season. 

Also keep in mind that many people want 
to move at the beginning or the end of the 
month, when leases are up and mortgages are 
due. If you can, move in the middle of the 
month to help you snag both your desired 
mover and moving date. 

Then, it's time to find someone who can do 
that moving for you, when you want to do it. 
Moving companies provide a variety of ser- 
vices for a range of fees. Talk with different 
movers to compare their services. Ask friends 



and neighbors or consult the 
Better Business Bureau for their recommenda- 
tions and referrals. Then, call two or three 
movers and ask them to come to your home to 
do an estimate and put it in writing. The types 
of estimates arc: 

• non-binding estimate: an approximate 
cost provided by the mover to give you a gen- 
eral cost of the move; doesn't bind the mover to 
the estimated cost; final charges are based 
on the actual weight and tariff; additional 
services are* dealt with at delivery time and 
may require that the estimate be voided or 
revised 

• binding estimate: agreement made in 
advance with the mover that guarantees the 
total cost of the move based on the quantities 
and services shown on the estimate; addition- 
al services at delivery time may require that the 
estimate bp voided or revised 

• not-to-exceed estimate: called different 
names by various movers; an estimate based 
on a binding estimate or on actual cost — 
whichcver.is lower 

To get the best estimate, show the movers 
everything you want to move. Don't forget to 
go into the attic, basement; garage, shed, clos- 
ets and underneath beds. Discuss how much 
they'll pack for you (and related charges) and 
the cost of any other services they can provide 
you. Anything that's not included in the esti-

expenses on moving day. 



mate will be tacked on Inter, so be as accurate 
as possible to get the most precise estimate. 
Now, you have a few estimates and don't know 
which one to choose. Estimates will differ 
from company to company to stay competi- 
tive, but they should be within an acceptable 
range. If the estimate seems too good to be 
true, it probably is. When a mover gives an 
offer that's significantly below the others, 
examine it carefully before accepting it. 
However, when dealing with personal posses- 



sions, it's best to disregard cost and go with th£D 
most reputable company. 
When you are getting an estimate, also ask 
about payment, arrangements. Many moving 
companies require payments in cash, certified 
check or money order. Most don't accept cred- 
it cards or personal checks. Know this answer 
in advance so you aren't stuck running to the 
bank on the day of your move. 
Follow these tips and you won't have any sur- 
prises on moving day!
